“NO LONGER VALID” 
Prem ier Musso lini, it will be recalled, was a 
signer o f the Peace o f Munich, a do cument de­ 
signed to make the danger o f war o n the co n- 
j tinent remo te in additio n to dealing effectively 
I with the immediate crisis o f the Sudetenland. 
! The signing o f this agreem ent was a very so l- 
! em n o ccasio n. It was staged in a highly charged 
* atmo sphere, created by the danger and the ex - 
1 pectancy o f war. But the Peace o f Munich, signed 
by Premier Musso lini, Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain, Chancello r Hitler and Prime M inister Da- 
I ladler, was intended to change the who le scene 
and to alter all pro spects fo r the future. 
J 
Its value as an instrum ent o f peace may be 
judged fro m the cy nical attitude Premier Musso ­ 
lini has taken with respect to the Laval-Musso - 
lini acco rd o f 1035, which, if adhered to , wo uld 
restrain Italy fro m advancement o f its designs 
with respect to Tunisia. Italy has info rmed An­ 
dre Franco is-Po ncet, French ambassado r, th at 
it co nsiders this acco rd no lo nger valid. 
No reaso n is given why it sho uld no t be re­ 
garded as effective and binding. It has simply 
ceased to be ex pedient fo r Italy to be go verned 
by its pro visio ns no w th at a new o bjective lo o ms 
and there seems to be o ppo rtunity to gain a 
so mewhat larger place in the sun. 
The Laval-Musso lini acco rd o f 1935 has been 
reduced to the status o f a scrap o f paper. And 
this will be the fate o f the Peace o f Munich when 
either Musso lini o r Hitler finds th a t his inter­ 
ests are no t to be served by co nfo rming to the 
pro visio ns o f the pact. 


in Musso lini’s behalf and a t the po ssible ex pense 
o f France? 
There is no do ubt th a t Musso lini, who rue­ 
fully saw in the Austrian Anschluss the remo val 
o f a buffer state between himself and his no w 
mo re po werful ally , ex pects fro m Hitler so me­ 
thing in the way o f a quid pro quo . He to o k E thi­ 
o pia o n his o wn. No w is the time, lit canno t fail 
to think, fo r the ax is to begin pay ing him divi­ 
dends, to o . 
This situatio n ex ists o n the heels o f the new 
Franco -G erm an acco rd signed by Daladier and 
Vo n Ribbentro p in Paris, and o f Cham berlain’s 
insistence o n British lo y alty to France when his 
fo reign po licy was attacked in the Co mmo ns. 
But the Anglo -Italian agreem ent fo r peace in 
the M editerranean and its bo rdering terrain is 
no t y et in effective o peratio n. The “British life 
line” is at least theo retically in questio n, and 
th at is a pro blem o f mo st vital interest to the 
British Premier. There is danger o n all fro nts. 


TRAVELING PREMIERS 
Befo re Munich the wo rld had the strange, and 
in its deno uement stilly no t who lly clarified spec­ 
tacle o f “the fly ing premiers.” So o n they are to 
be o n the mo ve again. Premier Minister Cham ­ 
berlain is go ing to Ro me in furtherance o f his 
appeasem ent pro gram. 
Premier Daladier will 
steam by warship to Co rsica and Tunisia, no w 
o penly co veted by Italy , which territo rially has 
thus far go tten no thing o ut o f the Ro me-Berlin 
ax is. Bo th o f these visits had been pro jected 
well befo re the claque in the Chamber o f Depu­ 
ties at Ro me clamo red fo r the “return” o f French 
po ssessio ns th at never belo nged to w hat no w 
“ co nstitutes the Kingdo m o f Italy . 
On the part o f the Italian press there seems 
to be a dispo sitio n to regard D ^adier’s trip as 
deliberately pro vo cative. That pro paganda co uld 
give it such significance to a peo ple who read 
o nly w hat is go vernm ental^ autho rized is en­ 
tirely plain. The French trust Mr. Chamberlain, 
so far as his present intentio ns go , but are 
fearful he will be invited by Musso lini and co n­ 
sent to “m ediate” so mething they insist is no t 
susceptible o f mediatio n. 
And w hat o f Hitler at the present juncture? 
Musso lini go t the credit o f saving the peace o f 
Euro pe in late September by persuading Hitler 
to call the fo ur-po wer co nference th at resulted 
in the dismemberment o f Czecho slo vakia. Will 
he return the co mpliment by a similar gesture 


THE NATION’S INCOME RISES 
Many evidences o f business impro vement have 
appeared during the last few m o nths and the 
upward trend was given im po rtant stimulus by 
Christm as sho pping trade which ex ceeded all 
ex pectatio ns. Chicago repo rts the greatest vo l­ 
ume o f business in ten y ears and mo st o ther 
cities have shared in the benefits o f w hat is 
generally regarded as having been a satisfacto ry 
sho pping seaso n. 
Co nfidence in the appearance o f better times 
has been given substance by several im po rtant 
develo pments, all indicating th a t the reco very 
mo vement is in full swing, th at it has a so und 
basis, and th a t there is justificatio n fo r faith in 
its permanence. 
One o f the mo st impressive is a D epartm ent o f 
Co mmerce repo rt sho wing th at the natio n’s in­ 
co me ro se in No vember fo r the six th straight 
m o nth, and th a t mo st o f the recessio n lo sses 
have been reco vered. The rise in No vember was 
the sharpest o f the current upward mo vement 
and, because o f the Christm as trade, an even 
better repo rt is anticipated fo r December. 
The belief th at gro und is being gained is ex ­ 
pressed by Geo rge S. Davis, president o f the 
Chamber o f Co mmerce o f the United States. 
“Business activities in the United States have 
no w reached a level definitely better th an the 
level a t the end o f 19 37 ,” Mr. Davis said. “There 
is no w in pro gress an upturn.” He adds 
this impro vement has sho wn characteristics 
which are Im po rtant. Amo ng them is the fact 
th at it has been made in the face o f an unex ­ 
ampled series o f threats fro m abro ad to o ur 
business co nditio ns. 
There is no w apparent in the United States 
an accumulatio n o f fo rces which, if utilized to 
full advantage, sho uld carry us fo rward to no r­ 
mal business and industrial co nditio ns. Co nser­ 
vatio n o f the gains made and further pro gress 
will depend, o f co urse, upo n a co -o perative spirit 
by business, the public and by go vernment.

These grou ps 
hav e shown themselv es “apt stu ­ 
dents of the Commu nist tactics” 
and the three “isms” become 
more and more alike each y ear.” 
While congress can not deny 
citizens the right to adv ocate 
Commu nism, Fascism or Nazism. 
it can “focu s the spotlight of 
pu blicity ” on su bv ersiv e activ i­ 
ties.

Commu nism will not be able to 
adv ance in the face of a “fear­ 
less and complete ex posu re” of 
its tru e natu re. Its most common 
dev ice in attempting to silence 
criticism is to charge critics with 
red-baiting. 
Commu nist leaders 
set u p 
“front 
organizations” 
w i t h 
“high-sou nding titles and lau da­ 
ble objectiv es,” most of whose 
members are u naware of the real 
control and influ ence. 
Commu nists hav e penetrated 
he Farmer-Labor party to pro­ 
mote Commu nism and class war­ 
fare. They su cceeded to a large 
ex tent in Minnesota with plans 
to bu ild a strong Farmer-Labor 
party and “u se it as a front for 
the promotion of Commu nism. 
Nazi activ ities can be linked

agencies in Germany . Abou t 25 ,- 
000 persons are activ e members 
of the German-American bu nds 
and abou t 100,000 persons are 
“willing to be seen” at pu blic 
bu nd manifestations.
